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Dueto increased area and favor able weather conditions, the MY 2002 Turkish
sunflower seed production forecast wasincreased to 820,000M T. The recent import
tariff change (TU2028) favor s utilization of local sunflower seed but the continuing
domestic need for sunflower oil and meal and available suppliesin Black Sea countries
ar e expected to increase sunflower seed importsfor crushing. Gover nment polices
continue to constrain imports of sun oil for refining and re-export. Asaresult, Turkey’
refined sun oil exports decreased drastically to about 20 TMT in MY 2001. At this
time, sun oil exports are expected to recover during MY 2002 dueto availability of
seed in Turkey and in the Black searegion.
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Increased area and favorable weather conditions contributed to an increase in Turkish sunflowerseed
production for MY 2002. Last year sunflowers provided a good financid return for farmers which
encouraged them to plant more. Industry observers are now estimating areaand production at
650,000 hectares and 820,000MT — one of the largest cropsin recent years. Precipitation during the
growing season had a positive effect on the yidd, particularly in the Thrace region where 80 percent of
local sunflowerseed is grown.

The expected sunflowerseed crop in the Black Sea countries along with increased domestic demand
may necessitate larger imports of sunflowerseed during MY 2002. Black Sea exporters including
Ukraine and Russia are reportedly asking US$260 per ton C& F Turkey for sunflowerseed.

A shortage of domestic and internationd supplies dong with high prices resulted in adeclinein
sunflower medl consumption and importsin MY 2001. Totd year-end imports of sunflower med are
expected to be about 50,000MT compared to 149,000MT in MY 2000. During MY 2002, given the
higher suppliesin the region, sunflower med imports are expected to increase to meet loca demand.

Sun ail importsincreased during MY 2001 due to the lack of domestic supplies. But the GOT
reluctance to issue temporary import permits forced refiners to buy from the high-priced domestic coop
(TrakyaBirlik). Thisresulted in lower socks and a dramatic decline in sun oil exports (57,000MT in
MY 2000 to an estimated 20,000MT in MY 2001). Sun oil exports are expected to recover in

MY 2002 due to availability of raw materia in Turkey and in the Black Searegion.

The new import regime (TU2028) equalized oil import dutiesfor dl oilsi.e,, soy, corn, sun, canola-
except olive ail- to 30 percent. Previoudy, sun oil import duties were 37.2 percent while other oils
were 12 percent. The new import regime is expected to increase domestic utilization of sun oil which
lost market share to imported corn and soy ail.

The GOT has not announced purchasing prices for quasi-government coops yet, but in view of
upcoming generd eections the industry expects an increase of 42 percent in the procurement price.
The coops paid 325,000TL per kilogram to members for sunflowerseed last year.
